Mandamus proceedings were start- 
ed in the superior court of Clarke 
county today by Butts, Berrien, 
Harralson and Henry ' 
against the state highway commis- 
sion, of which C. M. Strahan, of 
Athens is chairman, to compel the 
commission to follow the  provi- 
sions of the motor vehicle tax and 
license law relative to che distri- 
bution. of the funds arising there- 
from among the four petitioning 
counties, according to their propor- 
tionate parts. :

The act was passed by the leg- 
islature and approved August 16, 
1919, and provides for the registra- 
tion and license of all. motor ve- 
hicles used on the roads’ and high- 
ways of Georgia. It further pro- 
vides for a license to operate 
them, and also for a 
manufacturer of motor véhicles. 

What Law Provides. 

The law makes it the duty of 
the secretary of state to collect the 
tax and license fees and turn the 
same over to the treasury of the 
State to be credited to the highway 
commission. It provides that the 
commission shall distribute and 
cause te be expended the monies so 
collected in 1920 for the building; 
and up-keep of the roads of the 
several counties of the state, ac- 
cording to their post road mileage 
until December 31, 1920. 

The petition sets forth the fact 
that as nearly as is possible to as- 
certain, $1,769,967 has been 
lected and is now in the treasury 
from this source, and that of this 
amount the apportionment to the 
four counties should be: Butts, post 
road mileage 265, entitled to-$11.-

CONTRACTS BROKEN, 


The Cuban Importers Make 
Wholesale Repudiation 
of Agreements. 


Washington, July 14.—Failure of 
Cuban importers to carry out con- 


tracts for purchase of rice from 
American shippers has resulted in 
the accumulation of more than i00,- 
000 tons of rice, valued at $30,000,- 
000, on ships or in warehouses at 
Havana, Robert H. Patchin, repre- 
senting the California Ricc asésocia- 
tion, told the recent conference of 
government officials and représenta™ 
tives of shipping interests called to 
consider relief of shipping congesz- 
tion in vana& harbor. 

The report of the conference, mnade 
public today by the department of 
commerce, quotes Mr. Patchin as 
saying that failure of the impor- 
ters to carry out their purchase 
agreements apparently was due to 
a decline of 40 per cent in the price 
of rice in the last six weeks. 

Chauncey D. Snow, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, urged that the Cuban 
government be asked to prevent 
such wholesale repudiation of con- 
tracts. 

The conference also wag informed, 
the report asserts, that the Cuban 
government had announced “exces- 
sive” demurrage charges on the 
stored shipments of unpurchased 
rice to take effect after a certain 
period. 

A special committee was dccided 
on by the conference to take up 
this question and -others reiating 
to congestion of shipping at Havana 
with the Cuban authorities. 3

Bell Is Located 
In Florida Town 


Savannah, Ga. July 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—W. J. Beall, whose clothing 
was found on the Tybee Beach 
Same weeks ago and who was re- 
ported to have been probably 
drowned, the caSe, however, ending 
in mystery, has been located ac- 
cording to a report by insurance 
company investigators alive and 
well and working as a furniture 
Salesman under the name of W. J.

Later insurance officials stated 
policies were presented by the al- 
leged widow of the young man for 
collection, one for $10,000, and an- 
other for $2,000, both with double 
indemnity clauses in case of acci- 
dental death.~ The supposed dead 
man left a trail a mile wide by 
which he could be traced, says the 
representative, of the insurance 
companies. He left on the beach a 
shirt that had never been worn. 
It even had the little bone button 
in the neck the makers put there. 
The starch on the cuffs hadn't 
been disturbed, state the insurance 
men. Beall went from Savannah 
to Jacksonville, where be had for- 
merly been emptoyed, and then 
went to Tampa, where he got the 
job he now holds.

Creation of the new county of 
Lamar was authorized in a bill 
passed by the senate Wednesday 
morning by a 37-te-8 vote. Senators 
Elders, of the Second; Glenn, of 
the Forty-third, and LeSueur, of the 
Twenty-third, were the authors of 
the measure. 

The new county is to be cut out 
of sections of ke and Monr 
counties and have rnesville for its 
county site. No discussion at all 
was precipitated in ‘the senate when 
the measure came up for passage | 
beyond a short explanation of its’ 
provisions by Senator LeSweur. 


Another new county to be called 


Brantley would be created under 


the provisions of a bill introduced. 


Wednesday by Senator Larkins, of 
the Forty-sixth, and others. It

Chariton and would have Hoboken 
as its county site.

It bears 
the indorsement of the employers 
and employees of the state as well 
as the insurance companies. 

The resolution, which was recent- 
ly passed by the house authorizing 
the appointment of a commission 
to investigate the office of Peter 
F. Bahnsen, state veterinarian, was 
passed by the senate unanimously. 
The resolution follow@il charges 
that Dr. Bahnsen had used his of- 
fice for personal profit. 

Eugenics Bill Reconsidered. 

Upon Senator Pittman’s motion 
the bill by Senator Wood requiring 
all male applicants for marriage 
licenses to obtain health certifi- 
cates showing them free of disease, 
was reconsidered by a vote of 18 
to 15. The measure was killed by 
the senate Tuesday and the recon- 
sideration places it back on the cal- 
endar. 

The second of Senator Wilkin- 
son’s bills regulating the sale of 
fertilizer followed the fate of its 
predecessor and was killed. “The 
bill sought to increase the hydrate 
ingredients of commercial fertiliz- 
ers from 1.65 to 2 per cent. 

Senator J. J. Flynt introduced a 
resolution. asking that the house 
bill refusing to ratify the Susan B. 
Anthony national amendment be set 
as a special order for next Tuesday. 
His resolution was referred to the 


rules committee for action at their 


next meeting. 

A number of local houge bills were 
passed by the senate, among which 
was'the bill validating the bonds of 
the town of Kirkwood and a bill in- 
creasing the salary of the treasurer 
of- Fulton county to $5,000 a year.

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THE LIVE STOCK BILLS. 
There are three bills pending in 


the general assembly which are of 
immeasurable importance to the 
development of the live stock in- 
dustry in Georgia; and each of 
them should be enacted into law. 
They are the Seaman marks and 
brands and live stock loans bills, 
.and the Smith dog-control bill, 
which was introduced during the 
1919 session and carried over the 


legislative recess as unfinished 


btiisiness. 

“The live stock loans bill is in- 
tended simply to safeguard loan» 
made upon live stock as security, 
thus to enable farmers to borrow 
money on their cattle as they now 
can procure loans on cotton or 
other farm products. By making it 


a felony for the borrower to dispose 
of or remove from the jurisdiction 
of the court mortgaged live stock 
with mtent to defraud the lender, it 
would validate live stock securities 
aad encourage investment in them. 
How that would, in turn, enable 
and encourage farmers to stock’ 
their farms with cattle, not having 
the requisite cash in hand, is illus- 
trated by H. A,/Petty, of Dawson, a 
prominent stockman, member of the 
board of directors of the Georgia 
sassociation and chairman of the 
live stock committee of that organ- 
ization, who, in an interview ap- 
| pearing in The Constftution Wed- 


nesday, said: 
. “As matters now stand, a small 
farmer may have 20 or 30 acres of 
velvet beans with his corn which 
may rot and waste because he 
lacks a carload of good steers to 
turn into the fields, and unless he 
has plenty of property, he cannot 
borrow money from. the banks 
with which to buy the steers b:2- 
cause the present law does not pro- 
tect the loan, and for the same rea- 
son, he cannot secure a loan from 
a live stock loan company in any 
other state. 

“The Seaman bills simply pro- 
§ vide the same protection for cattle 
| paper in Georgia that exists in the 
eattle states of the west. They 
will help the average farmer and 
/ will inerease the production of 
while under existing 
law only the wealthy man can en- 
| gage in cattle feeding.” 


As to the marks and brands bill, 
' it provides only for the official reg- 
istration of distinguishing marks 
for cattle, and would serve as a pro- 
tection of the owner against theft, 
§ and thus throw an additional safe- 
guard around the investor in live 
stock chattel mortgage securities.

Protection for Sheep 


(From The Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican.) 

The repopulation of western Massa- 
chusetts farms with sheep is one of 
the desires of every agricultural 
agency at work in this section, but 
so long as the difficult problem o7 
dog regulation is unsolvéd, this hope 
seems unlikely to be realized. How 
to settle the dog problem and en- 
courage sheep-raising has. been the 
despair of legislatures. Dogs have 
had their friends in the legislature, 
and drastic legislation which would 
give the sheep the required protec- 
tion has not received sufficiently 
strong backing to bring about its 
passage. Yet, legislation of this sort 
mustcome if sheep-raising is to be 
revived. 

The damage done by dogs even to 
the relatively few flocks of sheep 
now grazing in western Massachu- 
settsruninto the thousands of dol- 
lars each year. Figures compiled in 
Pittsfield show that during the pasi 
20 years more than $75,000 has been 
paid by the county of Berkshire to 
owners of flocks that have been at- 
tacked by dogs. In the town of 
Williamstown alone more than $12,- 
000 was paid for sheep damages in 
that period. 

With figures like‘*these as an indi- 
cation of the prevalence of sheep- 
killine dogs, it is not-to be wondered 
at when farmers refuse to take up 
sheep-raising. ere is a great 
economic waste going on and at the 
same time discouragement, of what 
might be made a source'of great 
wealth to the state, due entirely to 
legislative inaction or willingness 


to be swayed in judgment by liking: 


for the dog. This problem should 
be taken up again by the. legisla- 
ture and an adequate measure of 
protection for sheep provided.

Jackson of Jones,” who wants a

TEETH, TONSILS AND HEART—43. 
WHAT A DENTIST HAD IN HIS 
HEAD. 

A dentist writes in part: + 

“One of your articies on heart dis- 
ease prompts me to write. I am a 
dentist, aged 48, and have indulged 
in no dissipation save work. For 
many years I haa suffered with in- 
tense headaches. Six years ago it 
was found that my blood pressure 
was 185. I went to clinic, and 
there it rose to 195. My headaches 
continued on my return home. I 
then had my teeth X-rayed and 
found four. impacted third molars 
(wisdom teeth unerupted.) The up- 
per two were removed,: but the 
lower two were rot, but I had the 
two second molars (lower) removed 
with the thought of relieving pres- 
sure. This was five years ago. I 
have never had a headache since.” 

The dentist goes on to mention 
how the blood pressure at one time 


rose to 240 millimeters, and during 


a stay in bed it fell to 120 milli- 
meters, which is a fairly normal 
systolic pressure for a mature adult 
at rest. However, the interesting 
point is that even with his high 
blood pressure, the headaches @eased 
when the impacted or unerupted 
wisdom teeth were removed from 
their tomb ingthe jaw, and these 
impacted teeth were of course not 
apparent until their presence in the 
jaw bone was shown by the X-ray 
picture. 

High btood pressure is not a com- 
mon cause of headache, or rather, 
persons with excessive 
pressure usually do not suffer with 
headache. Nor do 
suffer with dizziness, 


popular views ,of high blood pres- 


sure would have it. But the dentist— 


who, of all people, should have con- 
sidered teeth as the primary 
source of ill health, “doctored’—as 
the'almanac reader would say—or 
consulted or took treatment—as I 


wish. they* would learn to say—in 


various places and from various 
doctors, good doctors, too, for sev- 
eral years before the teeth were 
investigated as a possible cause of 
the headache. He does not say s0 
in his letter, but I suspect the doc- 
tor suspected the headaches were 


due to the cardiovascular disease if 


not to the high blood pressure. 
Sometimes, ‘unfortunately, high 
blood pressure and headache are 
both dependent on the same cause. 

It is just a possibility that mouth 
infection was even a prime cause 
of the cardiovascular degeneration 
which I assume the dentist has—I 
assume this, not because of the ex- 
cessive blood pressure, merely, but 
because of other findings which he 
mentions, and which I see no good 
in quoting here. A dentist, of all 
people, ought to permit no septic 
focus or possible focus, painless and 
latent or silent though it be, to ex- 
ist in his mouth—but maybe den- 
tists are like some doctors—so in- 
terested in other people’s mouths, 
arteries and things that they never 
pay much attention to their own 
until something serious occurs. 
Worse still, the dentist in this case 
is a specialist in X-ray work him- 
self. Ain’t it awful the way physi- 
cians don’t heal themselves? 

The constant systemic absorption 
of poisonous matter produced by 
disease germs in an infected root 
canal under a_ beautiful and pain- 
less crown or filling is a very like- 
ly cause of insidious degenerative 
change in arteries and heart? This 
absorption takes place through the 
lymph and blood streams, not 
through the digestive tract. The 
victim of a septic mouth doesn’t 
have to swallow the poison: he 
gets hypodermic doses of it every 
ae night and day, for years, 
until the damage is done.
